“That this conference resolves {taelf into 
an organization to be known as ‘The Mis- 
souri Single Tax League.’ The officera of 
this Ieague shall be a President, Vice- 


President, Secretary and ‘Treasurer, who 
shall be elected annually. 

“This conference to elect an advisory 
committee copsiating of two members for 
each Congressional District and four meme 
bers for the State at large. 

“An executive committee shall be created 
consisting of the officers of the league, and 
five additional members to be selected by 
the President. The executive committee 
may appoint such other committees from 
time to time as may be in its judgment 
necessary tu carry on the work of organ!ga- 
tion and education.

In 
that city the discovery was made, it is as- 
serted, that Mr. Hanan aelready possessed 
one wife, and was accordingly not at liberty 
to marry another. Nevertheless, Mrs. Dut- 
ton was treated with great consideration 
and was presented with a house et 39 Bt.

TRAVELED INCOG AND ON FOOT A 
DISTANCE OF NEARLY 
300 MILES. 


NO ONE SUSPECTED 
HIS REAL CALLING. 


Some of the Strange Adventures the 
Clergyman Encountered on His 
Novel Journey. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 
WILMINGTON, Del., Oct. 1.—Rev. Leigh. 
ton Coleman D. D., 8. T. D., Bishop of 
the Protestant Episcopal diocese of Dela- 
ware, recently tramped through several 
counties of West Virginia and a small por- 
tion of Maryland, for a total distance of 
235 miles, without once being taken for a 
clergyman. It is a part of the Bishop's 
plan to travel entirely incognito while on 
these excursions, and his costume, com- 
bined with his simple manner of living, 
aids him in its fulfilment. For this year’s 
outing, from which he arrived home on 


Monday night last, he used en old sult of 
clothes, part of which had done service in 
his pedestrian tour in Europe last year. 
While not in rags which have been de- 
scribed in some newspapers, they are far 
from being strictly clerical. Wearing 
these and a soft hat and broad tread shoes, 
with his trusty cane that has been his 
companion for thousands of miles, and with 
a knapseck, containing a few indispens- 
able articles, it is not surprising that his 
identity remained concealed. 

The Bishop-tramp began his tour at Mar- 
tinsburg, W. Va., in Berkeley County, and 
went as far west as Grafton, Taylor Coun- 
ty, as the crow files about 120 miles, and 
phones, retracing his steps, finally reached 
the Cuenberland Valley, ere he spent a 
day or two before taking a train about forty 
miles below Washington for home. His 
route took him across the Blue Mountains 
several times and it was very stiff climb- 
ing. He laid by two Sundays and on two 
days it rained, and his actual tramping was 
about ten days, which would make him rec- 
ord over twenty miles a dey. His best 
record for a single day was 2% miles, which 
does not touch that of a previous trip, when 
he made 35 miles. 


One night he had been told he would find 
lodgings at the house of a man who took in 
wayfarers, but through misdirection, of 
which the bishop has many examples in his 
long tramping experience, went several 
miles out of the way, and upon returning 
in the right direction began to doubt his 
ability to secure accommodatione, his hints 
on that line at places where he made in- 

ulry as to the road being without result. 

n this strait he came across a wayside 
schoolhouse and determined, if he could 
enter without damage, to do so. Twice 
he walked around the building and finally 
found shutters which yielded to some slight 
pressure. Fortunately the lower sash was 
entirely gone, but it was at euch height 
from the ground as to make it difficult if 
not impossible to climb or jump into it. It 
was the bishop’s good fortune, however, to

find a tall pole, and this he proses against 
the window at an angle and climbed into 
the schoolhouse, a la monkey. Safely in- 
side. he closed the shutters to prevent 6us- 
picion and was soon asleep on the school- 
room floor, with his knapsack as his pillow. 


Another experience was after a long 
day’s walk, when the bishop had been in- 
formed that a man kept a public house 
where he was sure to get in. Pressing on- 
ward he reached the house about 8:30 
o’clock just as it was closing for the night. 
“Full up,”’ said the proprietor. The un- 
usual pressure on his accommodations was 
due to a political meeting that was to be 
held in the neighborhood on the following 
day. The weary traveler requested the 
privilege of sleeping on the floor, but this 
was denied him. Informed that he might 
secure quarters a half mile or mile fur- 
ther on, he continued his tramp only to 
find dark houses. Three or four fierce 
dogs heard him and began to bark, and 
as they were unknown to the bishop he 
thought it would not be prudent to force 
an entrance. And so he walked a mile or 
two further. Just as the situation began 
to look desperate he reached* a farm, 
which contained a group of buildings that 
gave promise of shelter.

Bishop climbed into an old log hay loft, 
where he composed himself and rest com- 
fortably unti Then the 
cocks woman and 
child came out to milk the cows. Finding 
himself liable to discovery on account of 
the wide chinks in the loft, the Bishop 
built a barricade of new-mown hay, behind 
which he remained in safety until the barn- 
yard was cleared. Descending then from 
the loft with great caution, he walked two 
miles to a good breakfast. 

The tramping idea is not a recent one 
with Bishop Coleman. As far back as the 
fifties he won two belts, one for meking the 
best time in a walk around Fairmount 
Basin, Philadelphia, and the other for run- 
ning half a mile at the same place. He be- 
gan his regular tours in 1862 and has cov- 
ered on an estimate 10,000 to 12,000 miles. 
His tramps have taken him through the 
New England States, the Middle States and 
the Southern States, the White, Green and 
Blue Mountains, and along numerous riv- 
ers, including the Hudson, Delaware, Poto- 
mac, James and Susquehanna.

Wecther Remains Hot and Infection 
Is Reported From a Number 
of New Points. 


JACKSON, Miss., Oct. 5.—The Board cf 
Health held a meeting yesterday and after 
a conference decided to prohibit after to- 
day all travel inside the State. This means 
that passenger trains will make no stops 
except for taking on mails. It also means 
that no one can go from one town to an- 
other within the State. This rule will af- 


fect about 3000 miles of road, and is the 
most sweeping order ever made by a board 
of health.

where fever exists. Mr. Todd, who died o 
fever in Madison, was in Canton previous 
to being attacked. 

Starkville is in the eastern part of the 
pate in a hitherto healthy locality. Dr. 

unn has been ordered there on a special 
train. Infection at Starkville will make 
trouble for the Mobile & Ohio Railroad. 

At Oxford no new cases are reported, and 
none is dead. 

At Water Valley no new cases are re- 
ported. Only two persons are critically ill. 

Taylors has no new cases. At that place 
to date there are 9 cases, with ten deaths. 

In Jackson conditions do not improve. 
Two more cases are reported in the Hen- 
dricks and Cox families. Two more negroes 
are sick, and a Turk on Pearl street is 
pronounces ill with fever. The 2000 negroes 
ere will be thoroughly cordoned. Business 
is dead, railroads are doing little work, and 
manufacturing plants are closed. 

At Vaiden the rallroad office has closed, 
and the agent has left. The non-infected 
towns have tightened the quarantine lines. 

Memphis has issued orders that no train 
crews from Mississippi can stop in that 
city. A non-resident cannot enter Mem- 
phis, no matter where from. Two hun- 
dred people guard the roads day and night 
and inspectors are placed on all trains 
passing through. All passenger trai@; on 
the Yazoo & Mississippi Valley are aban- 
doned, and the same is true of the Geor- 
gia Pacific. 

The weather throughout the State is hot. 

Reports from Edwards show only four 
cases to date. Three are convalescent, but 
J. K. Robb is expected to die. 

Eight new cases are reported from Wil- 
son, La., bringing the total cases there to 
138, but there has been only one death. 

Harriston reports only two cases. Some 
hope is expressed that the disease at Port 
Gibson is not yellow fever. A case is re- 
ported from Fayette.

ING SLOWLY TOLD. 


LOSS WILL BE A HALF MILLION. 


Many Schooners cnd Smaller Craft 
Washed Clear Cver the Docks 
and Into the Marshes.

MACON, Ga., Oct. 5.—Further reports of 
the damage done by Sunday's storm are 
adding to the losses both of life and prop- 
erty. At Sterling Station, Cariton Wright, 
merchant, reports that the flood was dis- 
astrous to: lives and property in the rice 
fields, and that Campbell Island, 12 miles 
from Darien, wae swept by water, and 
every man, woman and child, except three, 
drowned. 

The most reliable information to date is 
that not lesa than 4, and perhaps 50, peo- 
ple were on Campbell Island and were de- 
.Stroyed. It is a truck growers’ island in- 
habited by negroes. 

The tug H. M. C. Smith from Fernan- 
dina reports 50 persons drowned there. 
There are numerous small islands at vari- 
ous points around Brunswick, Fernandina 
and Darien on which small groups of fam- 


ilies live. 

At Brunswick only four deaths are re- 
ported. Conservative estimates still put 
the damage at fully half a million. 

Many schooners and barks are stuck 
fast in the marshes, several of them having 
been washed clear over their docks. 

Mrs. Lucy Carnegie’s magnificent yacht 
Dungeness at Fernandina was badly dam- 
aged. The Jeky!l Isiand Club launches 
landed in the clubhouse yards, the water 
having swept up to the clubhouse property 
and into the cottages. 

On 8t. Simon’s Island along the beach 
lined with summer cottages the tide 
wrought great havoc. Reports are that all 
the cottages are wrecked. Th Plant sys- 
tem tracks and the trestles are badly 
washed away above Brunswick and the 
trains will not run for several days. 

As soon as the gale subsided rescuing 
parties set out in tugs for the flooded dis- 
tricts. At the National Quarantine Station 
off Brunswick Surgeon urford, his wife 
and several assistants were found standing 
fon a ballast truck. The water was four 
feet deep around them and rising. 

They were clinging to piles of ballast 
rock for safety, and had hung there with 
bare hands for four hours, against the 
sharp edges of stone, while the wind 
tossed and turned their bodies like reeds. 
Twenty minutes more and they would have 
been gone.

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DELEGATES TO THE BLIND OCON- 
VENTION AT VABIANCE ON 
SEVERAL POINTS. 


A QUESTION OF LETTER CODE 


An the Best Methods of Voting on Va- 
rious Propositions Are the Main 
Subjects of Contention. 


Issues are being sharply drawn at the 
convention of the American Association 
for the Higher Education and General Im- 
provement of the Blind, in session at the 
Tabernacle, Nineteenth and Morgan streets. 

Missouri and Kansas are at variance on 
vital questions and more States are to be 
heard from. 

Whether the conventions in future shall 
be made up of delegates or whether the 
voting bulletin system inaugurated last 
year shall be continued ig a rock on which 


the sightless delegates threaten to draw 
apart. Missouri reported through Miss 
Louise Litzinger Wednesday tNat it was 
not ready to make an announcement. Kan- 
sas, however, came out boldly for the vot- 
ing bulletin plan. 

By this letter method all amendments, 
places of future meetings and new officers 
are printed either as committee reports oF 
individual suggestion. Each member is 
furnished a slip with the request that an 
aye or a nay be expressed through the 
mails. The first bulletin issued recently 
contained 49 pages. It was found that to 
print it on perforated paper would be too 
costly and plain printer’s ink was used, 
To get the benefit of its contents therefore, 
blind members were obliged to have the 
bulletin read to them by those who coul 
see

Divergent views are entertained by those 
in attendance as to what form of universal 
print to adopt. In _ Missouri the Braille 
system is used, made up of six dots 
grouped like the telegraph code to repre- 
sent letters of the alphabet. In Kansas 
the New York point system is used. Kan- 
sas is Jiberal to her school for the blind, 
and when this State comes out strongly on 
any feature affecting the blind institutions 
in other States often copy her. 
surprise of the convention Wednesday the 
committee report advocated the teaching 
and use of both the Braille and the New 
York system of printing for the sightless. 

This compromise measure will likely be 
adopted, es the sentiment of the associa- 
tion, but it remains to be seen whether su- 
perintendents of echools and asylums will 
abide by the decision of this organized 


body. 

“We will contend that sighted persons 
should be eligible to membership and to 
vote,” said President Carr, speaking for 
Missouri, ‘‘although_so far we have ad- 
mitted sighted persons only as honorary 
members. We are poor as a rule, and our 
friends who are not afflicted can do ®&s much 
pos by entering the ranks of our so- 
clety.

DEATH OF CHARLES A. GILL. 


Prominent Sodalist Succumbed to a 
Surgical Operation. 

Charles A. Gill, ome of the leading So- 

dalists of St. Louis, died at his home, 1514 


Pendleton avenue, Monday morning, after 
having undergone an operation for cancer 
of the stomach, and was buried Wednes- 
day afternoon in Cavalry Cemetery. 

Mr. Gill was an enthusiastic 
worker and for several years held the 
prefectship of the Young Men's Sodality of 
the old Cathedral Parish and was one of 
the leaders in the movement inaugurated 
some years ago by the various sodalities 
throughout the city to build a handsome 
clubhouse for the Catholic young men of 
the city. The organization was to be known 
as the Young Men’s Sodality Union, but 
the undertaking fell through on account of 
lack of outside financial support. 

A strange coincidence in this connection 
is that nearly all of the leaders in thie 
movement are now dead. Vicar-General 
Brady. Father James Keegan, Malachy 
McDonald and Charles A. Gill have ail 
passed away within the past few years.
